A cut at 10 cents per thousand 


feet for gas at 'Stoughton with a 
prospect of additional reduction if 
the cost of oil, coke and coal con- 
tinue to decrease, is contained in an 
order issued today by the Railroad 
Commission. 
On Aug. 1, 1918, the 


commission authorized the Stough- 
ton Light and Fuel Co. to increase 
ts gas rates. This order was to re- 
main in effect until Dec. 31, 1918, 
unless otherwise ordered. 
When 


that time expired the commission 
extended the period to June 30, 1919. 
Recently the Light and Fuel Co. pe- 
titioned to have the advanced prices 
continue .in farce for another six 
months-. 
An analysis of the com- 


pany's accounts made by the com- 
mission, however, showed that it was 
not necessary to con-inae the hign 
rates longer and that a reduction of 
10 cents per thousand
